was expected to again take a strong 
stand against the President’s recom- 
mendations, as he did in the House. 

Secretary McElroy, recalled to the Com- 
mittee witness chair on 1 July, said that 
he has “not been able to understand 
what the great concern of the Ma- 
rines is.” He said, “As far as I am con- 
cerned, I regard them as an essential part 
of our military force.” He added that “it 
must be clearly apparent” that any move 
to decimate the Marine Corps would be 
the subject of immediate Congressional 
action “whether Congress were in ses- 
sion or not.” 

The Defense Secretary also disagreed 
with those who have charged that the 
Reorganization Plan will create greater 
centralization. He said the changes will 
“increase centralization of command re- 
sponsibility” but greater decentraliza- 
tion in the Pentagon if Congress ap- 
proves the President’s proposed amend- 
ment erasing language which requires 
the Secretary of Defense to exercise his 
authority “through” the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

He said “effective decentralization re- 
quires that most decisions be made at 
lower levels,” and this will be possible 
if the authority of the Assistant Secre- 
taries of Defense is broadened. 

He asked and was granted permission 
to bring “three or four Assistant Secre- 
taries” with him to an executive session 
on 2 July. The session was scheduled 
by Chairman Russell to permit the De- 
partment to cite examples where the 
Services have delayed, obstructed or 
failed to carry out Defense Department 
policies. 

In some instances, Secretary McElroy 
testified, Defense Department repre- 
sentatives on the lower levels have at- 
tempted to obtain information from the 
Services and have been told flatly that 
the information “is no business of the 
Department of Defense.” 

Earlier, the Committee heard pro- and 





con- testimony from witnesses outside 
the Defense Department. 

General Clifton B. Cates, former Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, charged 
that unless the Congress restricts the 
power of the Secretary of Defense to 
transfer, consolidate, reassign or abolish 
combatant functions, “we may well wake 
up some morning and discover that the 
Marine Corps has been reorganized and 
consolidated and reassigned into non- 
entity.” 

General Cates said it was an “advan- 
tage” to appear as a private citizen be- 
cause he was “perfectly free” to speak 
his mind. He said he was “not sure” that 
the official witnesses from the Pentagon 
“have enjoyed similar latitude.” 

The former Commandant suggested 
amendments to the House bill which 
would retain the status quo of the JCS 
structure, the present numerical limita- 
tion on the Joint Staff, the present pow- 
ers of the Secretary of Defense to trans- 
fer functions, and the recently abandoned 
system of utilizing the military depart- 
ments as “executive agents.” 

He said none of the periodic reorgan- 
izations of the Defense Department have 
ever yet been given “an adequate chance 
to work.” 

He told the Committee it is being asked 
to approve a plan “which will effectively 
convert the Chairman of the JCS into a 
national chief of staff” and the Joint 
Staff “into the very armed forces general 
staff which the law now expressly for- 
bids.” 

General Cates compared the “battle- 
field general staff” organization with “na- 
tional policies at the seat of government.” 
The combat staff, he said, is organized to 
arrive at a decision as quickly as possible 
and to eliminate from consideration all 
other alternative courses of action. 
“Both of these actions are exceedingly 
dangerous—possibly fatal—when applied 
to strategic or global problems.” 

He noted that “a bad decision is al- 
ways better than no decision” in battle,

All units of the Syracuse division, in- 
cluding SAGE centers as far south as Ft. 
Lee, Va., are scheduled for completion 
within the next 18 months. 

Heart of the SAGE system is its com- 
puter complex, which records, stores and 
analyzes information from land, sea and 
air based radars, the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, Military Flight Centers, 
and the Ground Observer Corps. These 
information sorces are connected with 
SAGE by land communication lines, radio 
and telephone, 

In the SAGE center, the local Air De- 
fense Commander can monitor up-to-the- 
second reports of the air battle situation 
and automatically direct the operations 
of all defense units under his command. 

The center itself is a huge, windowless 
building about four stories high. It 
houses its own heating, power and air 
conditioning equipment, and at least two 
sets of all components essential to its 
operations, 

Designed with overlapping .areas of 
surveillance, SAGE centers can double- 
up to monitor or direct operations in 
adjacent sectors. Thus, if one center is 
destroyed, neighboring centers can im- 
mediately take over its functions.

distant radars will not be made an in- 
tegral part of SAGE.

SECRETARY’S LETTER 

The following is the text of the 
letter sent last week by Secretary 
McElroy to Senator Russell: 


So that there may be no misun- 
derstanding on the part of the 
chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and its members, I am 
glad to restate my position regard- 
ing testimony given before Con- 
gress by military and civilian 
members of the defense organiza- 
tion. 

It is my conviction that officials 
of the department when 
before Congress should give their 
personal judgment and opinion 
when asked for them. With consid- 
eration of his position as a member 
of the defense organization, each 
department witness would be ex- 
pected to answer such questions 
frankly and honestly in the light of 
his professional knowledge and ex- 
perience. 

As I have stated in testifying be- 
fore the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices of the House of Representa- 
tives, there should not, in my opin- 
ion, be any question of retaliation 
or penalty for such testimony. As 
I also have stated, once decisions 
have been taken on matters cov- 
ered by a witness’ testimony I 
would expect the witness to per- 
form under them without any 
question or reservation. 

There is nothing in this position 
which would keep me from being 
disappointed or regretful that an 
official of the department does not 
support fully the recommendations 
of the President. My honest state- 
ment of disappointment in an in- 
formal press conference certainly 
does not in my mind constitute a 
rebuke or an indication of possible 
reprisal. 

I believe my position on this 
whole subject is clear to the mem- 
bers of the defense organization. 








but “With regard to strategic planning— 
as distinct from tactics—and to national 
policies at the seat of government, the 
foregoing axiom should be reversed; No 
decision is infinitely preferable to a bad 
cne.” 

The former Marine leader advised the 
Senate group that “long-range, strategic 
decisions of the JCS must not be sub- 
mitted to split-second, tactical treat- 
ment.”

e Set the stage for Maginot-Line type 
mistakes and a mandatory single point 
of view in formulation of military policy 
and doctrine. 

The Marine Corps Reserve Officers As- 
sociation also lashed out at the reorgan- 
ization plan. Lt. Col. Arthur B. Hanson, 
USMCR, Judge Advocate General of the 
Association, said if the proposals ad- 
vanced by the Administration are ap- 
proved by Congress, a “mere sweep of 
the pen in the Pentagon could do away 
with the reserve forces of this Nation, 
including the National Guard.” 

Colonel Hanson said the Committee 
should “reject” the President’s recom- 
mended changes. He urged the adoption 
of amendments which support the rec- 
ommendations made by General Cates. 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerce and 
the American Legion both strongly sup- 
ported the President.

| Army Sets ROTC Rates 


For Fiscal Year 1959 


The rate of commutation in lieu of 
subsistence for enrolled members of the 
advanced course, senior division, ROTC, 
or of the MST-5 and 6 course of the mili- 
tary schools division, ROTC, has been 
established at 90 cents per day for fiscal 
year 1959. 

The rates of commutation in lieu of 
uniforms are established as follows for 
fiscal year 1959: 

a. Seven dollars per year for a period 
not to exceed three years for each en- 
rolled member of the junior division, 
ROTC, or of the MST-1 and 2 course of 
the military schools division, ROTC. 

b. Twenty-five dollars per year for a 
period not to exceed two years for each 
enrolled member of the basic course, sen- 
ior division, ROTC, at class CC institu- 
tions and at class MC institutions that do 
not qualify for the class MC special rate 
of commutation under the provisions of 
AR 145-350, or of the MST-3 and 4 course 
of the military schools division, ROTC. 

c. Fifty dollars per year not to exceed 
two years for each enrolled member of 
the basic course, senior division, ROTC, 
at class MC institutions that qualify for 
the class MC special rate of commutation 
under the provisions of AR 145-350. 

d. One hundred dollars covering a two- 
year period for each enrolled member of 
the advanced course, senior division, 
ROTC, at class CC institutions and at 
class MC institutions that do not qualify 
for the class MC special rate of commuta- 
tion under the provisions of AR 145-350, 
or of the MST-5 and 6 course of the mili- 
tary schools division, ROTC. 

e. Two hundred dollars covering a two- 
year period for each enrolled member 
of the advanced course, senior division, 
ROTC, at class MC institutions that qual- 
ify for the class MC special rate of com- 
mutation under the provisions of AR 
145-350.

“BEST QUALIFIED” SYSTEM EXTENDED 


The Army 1 July extended the “best qualified” method of promotion to 
selections for both permanent and temporary advancements to major, except 
for Medical, Dental, Nurse, and Medical Specialist Corps officers. 

Long used for promotions to colonel, the “best qualified’ system has been 
used for lieutenant colonel (except MC and DC) since 1 January 1958. 

For permanent promotions to major and lieutenant colonel, the law pre- 
scribes that the lowest selection rate that can be specified by the Secretary 
of the Army is 80%, which means a four-out-of-five chance for selection. 
There is no legal limitation on the selection rate for temporary ranks.

Goes Under Spotlight 


Long-awaited hearings on the “Rueger 
Bill” were scheduled to open before the 
Kilday House Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee on 3 July. 


The proposed legislation, pending since 
early January due to the Navy’s failure 
to submit a formal report, would restore 
the retired pay of former Navy Car. 
Robert B. Rueger and protect the pay of 
other members of the Armed Forces who 
are dropped -from the retired rolls. 

Representatives of both the Navy and 
the Comptroller General were summoned 
to testify. 

The Comptroller had ruled earlier that 
the Navy should make no attempt to col- 
lect overpayments made to Rueger until 
Congress had had an opportunity to act 
on the corrective legislation. A spokes- 
man in the office of the Comptroller told 
THE JOURNAL on 30 June that this ruling 
will stand even if the legislation should 
be held over to the next Congress. 

Rueger, whose plight was first pub- 
licized in THE JOURNAL, was retired in 
1955 after almost 30 years’ service, and 
the following year was convicted by a 
civilian court on a manslaughter charge 
and sentenced to five years in prison. He 
was dropped from the retired rolls and 
made to forfeit his retired pay, although 
the Navy, due to what it termed “un- 
known circumstances,” continued to pay 
him. 

When the error was discovered, the 
Navy notified Rueger (now paroled) that 
he would have to pay back $3,777.16. 

The wide-spread publicity given to the 
case as a result of a series of JOURNAL 
articles prompted Congressional action 
to restore Rueger’s pay. 


Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex), 
who introduced the legislation, is chair- 
‘man of the subcommittee which will hold 
hearings on the measure. 

Neither the Navy nor the Comptroller 
General is opposed to the legislation, and 
it is understood that both will indicate 
their willingness to accept whatever 
decision Congress reaches in the matter. 

The Kilday proposal, although arising 
out of the Rueger case and principally 
affecting the former Navy Commander, 
also will establish a broad, new pattern 
for all such cases. 

Among other things, it authorizes with- 
drawal of retired pay from a prisoner 
during his confinement, but provides that 
all or any portion of the payments may 
continue to go to his family. Upon re- 
lease from prison, the offender would 
have his retired pay restored in full.

ORANGE GLOW FOR 13,000 PLANES 


In a further move to reduce the probability of mid-air accidents the Air 
Force is providing a new-look to more than 13,000 of its non tactical aircraft. 

The planes will be painted a blaze orange on the tail and nose sections 
and about one-fourth of the top and bottom wing areas from the wing tips. 

The Air Training Command launched the program early in 1957 in an 
effort to help sclve the growing problem of traffic congestion at its numerous 
bases. As a result of safety checks involving 1,600 ATC aircraft treated with 
the new daylight illuminescent paint, 12,000 more non-tactical aircraft will 
be marked with the bright orange color. Included in the program will be 
aircraft assigned to the Reserve components. 

In ATC testing, the new paint has been exceptionally effective in in- 
creasing aircraft daylight detection both air-to-air and ground-to-air under 
visual conditions. It has been most effective during conditions of reduced 
visibility resulting from such factors as smoke, haze and dust.

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Shameful Discrimination Against Retired 


The shameful discrimination agains retired members of the Armed 
Forces that marked action on the Military Pay Act of 1958 is aggravated 
by the action that has been taken for thousands of civilian Government 
workers who have retired. Effective 1 August, their pay will be in- 
creased by 10%. Retired military persons received only a 6% adjustment. 

More important, of course, than a percentage comparison is the fact 
that the Military Pay Act of 1958 abrogates the historic policy of re- 
lating retired military pay to active duty pay. This marks a notorious 
breach of contract with citizens who have given the best years of their 
lives to the defense of the Nation. 

But mere protests are not enough. What is essential now is that 
the Department of Defense urge as strongly as possible that the Budget 
Bureau reconsider its attitude toward retired military pay—the Budget 
Bureau opposed any pay increase for military people—and that the tradi- 
tional relationship of retired pay to active pay be restored. 

Alarmists may contend that such forceful action by the Pentagon 
could stir further proposals for a contributory retirement system for 
the Armed Forces. We don’t think that is a sound reason to permit an 
inequity to continue. 

THE JOURNAL takes the position that the present retirement system, 
voted by Congress and repeatedly endorsed by Congress, will stand on 
its own merits. We also believe that the case of the obvious discrimina- 
tion against Service retired people also will stand on its own merits. 

What it will take, of course, is courage on the part of Service leaders 
to state the adverse impact on morale—let alone the injustice—of the 
second-rate treatment that has been given to retired members of the 
Fighting Forces. 


Let’s Have Families—Not Dependents 


Because of the legalistic basis of practically everything they do, per- 
sonnel of the Armed Services have fallen into the practice of using law 
terms in a great many instances where in civil life they would use a 
simpler and more expressive word. 

One of these situations which THE JOURNAL has bucked for many 
years is the use of the word “dependents” when one means a wife, son 
or daughter, or other member of the family group. We are aware that 
“dependent” has certain legal implications—some who are normally mem- 
bers of the family group may not be dependents within the meaning of 
the law and the Comptroller General’s decisions. Yet we do not believe 
—and we think we are supported by many wives and children—that 
dependents is the right word to use. A uniformed fighting man (unless 
he is a bachelor) is not an entity unto himself. His efficiency and his 
fighting capacity depend upon the support and the unity of the family 
group of which he is a member. If they are not happy in the life he is 
leading, he is not an efficient member of the fighting team. They are not 
dependent upon him—they are part of his life. 

Some years ago, THE JOURNAL curtailed use of the term dependent 
except when it was necessary in a legal sense. For example THE JOURNAL 
prefers to say family care rather than dependent care—we believe it is 
more expressive and more precise. We believe it better describes the 
position of wives, children, and parents. 

It gives us considerable satisfaction, therefore that the Air Force 
in its new regulation AFR 34-15, uses the designation “Personal and 
Family Service.’”’ We are happy, too, that the Department of the Air 
Force, in adopting world-wide the excellent program developed by the 
Strategic Air Command, has changed the name from “Dependents As- 
sistance Program” to “Family Services.” 

There are nations in which the family group is unimportant. In our 
form of democracy we believe it is paramount, and nowhere more so than 
in the Armed Forces.

My husband is a career officer, as was 
my father, and we have remained loyal 
to the Service through thick and thin— 
until now. I’m sure the average civilian 
thinks the pay raise (not retroactive) 
will cure all ills for the Service family. 
What the civilian doesn’t know is that 
our housing allowance is completely in- 
adequate for the Washington area—that 
the assumption in the last year of the 
premiums for the service man’s govern- 
ment insurance and the added social se- 
curity payments, that the usual percent- 
age deducted for income tax plus the 
rising cost of living and such added ex- 
penses as those for dental and optical 
care, more than nullify the pay raise. 

Heretofore, I have confined my criti- 
cism of the Services to the company of 
Service people, but this is the last straw. 
I do hope the Army dentist gave Mrs. 
McElroy novocain — I’ve seen many 
service men suffer through without it!

Retired Discrimination 

® The services expect retired person- 
nel to act as liaison between the services 
and the civilian population but how can 
we explain the discriminations in the 
new pay bill? Neither we nor the Ad- 
ministration can claim economic rea- 
sons, not when the Administration 
insists that Congress give it four billion 
dollars, this year, for its various give- 
away programs, generally known as 
Economic Aid, to countries friendly and 
unfriendly. 

As a result of the tragic sell-out of 
retired personnel, by the Administration 
and Congress, I feel I can no longer, 
and still have a clear conscience, advise 
young people to seek a service career. 
I have no way of apologizing to the 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of men 
I have advised to seek a service career. 
Why an apology? An apology for my 
being so naive as to believe that the 
Government would keep the faith with 
so many of the people who did so much 
to help keep our country free. 

How can anyone assure our present 
active duty personnel that they will 
not receive the same treatment later? 
Many know they will not be, or even 
hope to be, Generals or Admirals at the 
time of their retirement. A precedent 
has been established relegating retired 
personnel to a third or fourth class 
category. It has often been said that 
“precedent establishes the law.” Now 
that the precedent has been established 
I believe many active duty personnel 
will think hard and long before making 
a service career a “full” career. Those 
responsible should realize money alone 
cannot induce a man to select a service 
career; faith, justice, and fair play often 
outweigh the monetary rewards.

Army Antenna Tracks 


Lunar Probe Vehicle 


The Army has been told to begin con- 
struction of a radio antenna capable of 
maintaining communications with space 
vehicles. 


Authority to build the 85-foot antenna 
—similar to radiotelescopes used to lo- 
cate and track radio stars—was an- 
nounced 1 July by Roy W. Johnson, 
Director of The Defense Department’s 
Advanced Research Projects Agency. 


The antenna will be built by the Army’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, Pasadena, and 
is scheduled to be in operation by the 
end of the year. 


It will be used in the ARPA-sponsored 
lunar probe project and be located at the 
Coldstone Test Station in the southwest 
corner of Camp Irwin, Calif. 


The site was selected because it offers 
extremely low-background noise level, 
the Defense Department said. Dr. Eber- 
hardt Rechtin, Chief of Guidance Re- 
search at JPL, said the “long-range base 
communications will begin as a one-way 
link from station to earth—in 1958. The 
experience gained in tracking and com- 
municating with lunar vehicles at ranges 
up to 2,500 miles will be utilized in solv- 
ing the next problem—tracking and com- 
munication with lunar vehicles at ranges 
up to 250,000 miles.” 

Principal contractors on the project 
will be: Dlaw-Knox Company, Pitts- 
burgh; Collins Radio Co., Cedar Rapids; 
and Rucker Company, Oakland.

T/Sgt. Seiler Wins $500, Hollywood Trip 
For Naming North American B-70 “Valkyrie” 


T/Sgt. Francis W. Seiler, one of 13 to suggest the name—his entry had the 
earliest postmark—has won the North American-SAC B-70 “name the plane” 


contest. 


His name for the new chemical bomber: Valkyrie. 
Sergeant Seiler of March AFB, Calif., receives a $500 bond and a three-day 


expense paid trip in Hollywood. 


There were 20,235 entries in the contest. 


Only information available to the 


contestants was the fact that the North 


American plane will travel at speeds of about 2000 miles per hour at an opera- 
tional altitude of about 75,000 feet, and that it will be chemically fueled. 

A SAC announcement noted that “in Norse mythology, legend places Valkyrie 
as a minion of Odin, the Norse God of War, and describes her as a maiden of 
great beauty who ranged the skies on her steed in golden armor deciding the out- 


come of the battle.” 
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ADMIRAL ARLEIGH BURKE, making his first public 
address after the Quantico, Va., Secretaries 
Conference during which Secretary McElroy 
expressed “regret” and "disappointment" at 
some of the CNO's testimony on Defense 
Reorganization, made an unusual point in 
speaking to a Navy League group last week. He 
stressed that the Navy "has absolutely no con- 
trol over your fine organization," adding that 
"active duty Naval officers cannot be members 
of your organization and indeed the Navy does 
not even always agree with the Navy League.” 





NOTEWORTHY BACKGROUND of the Admiral's speech is 
that the Navy League has come out strongly 
against major portions of the President's Re- 
organization Plan. CNO Burke seemed here to be 
emphasizing that the Navy does not endorse all 
of the viewpoints of the League on this 
matter, though Defense Reorganization was not 
mentioned specifically. 





ONE SENTENCE in the Admiral's speech could be 
interpreted as having a double-edged purpose. 
"It is not enough that you be right,” he said. 
"The country cannot afford to lose the benefit 
of sound naval thought by the default of an 
advocate’s inability to put a point across.” 
Admiral Burke was referring to the need for 
public understanding of the importance of 
seapower, but his words were particularly 
interesting in the light of his recent Con- 
gressional testimony. 





RETALIATION AGAINST DEFENSE WITNESSES who testify 
in opposition to the President's views on . 
Pentagon Reorganization has not been completely 
ruled out. Secretary McElroy repeats his 
opinion (page 2) that there "should not” be 
any question "of retaliation or penalty for 
such testimony," but this is not unequivocal 
assurance. The reason, of course, is that if 
the President wished to take action against any 
of the officers, the matter would be out of the 
Secretary's hands. 





BECAUSE OF HEAVY ATTRITION among first-year cadets 
at West Point and the USAF Academy, the 
Pentagon is asking Congress to approve about 
59 more annual appointments for each school to 
keep the “average” enrollment up to par. The 
appointments would be made by the Academy 
Superintendents from among eligible alternates 
and competitors. The plan's chances are good 
since it would give members of the Congress an 
opportunity to place more of their nominees in 
the Service schools. The Naval Academy, also 
faced with high first-year attrition, already 
has machinery to circumvent the problem. 





MORE MARINES ARE NEEDED for Special Foreign Duty 
with the State Department. Marines guard em- 
bassies overseas. Sergeants and corporals are 
being invited to apply for about 100 vacancies. 





THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT will conduct a vigorous 
campaign to encourage military men and their 
families to,exercise voting rights in the 
forthcoming elections. In the 1956 voting, 
the Services accounted for 660,000 votes—35% 
of eligible Servicemen. This was more than 
double the 15% who voted in 1952. 





A $40 BILLION BUDGET notwithstanding, the Air Force

He said, “In addition to eliminating a 
central agency within the Department 
of Defense for dealing with military 
health problems, the abolishment or 
downgrading of this office would be re- 
flected in the inter-agency health pro- 
grams within our own government and 
in the medical and health relationships 
between our government and the other 
governments with whom we are allied.”

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General LeMay Urges 
Improved Conditions 


General Curtis E. LeMay, Air Force 
Vice Chief of Staff, has called upon all 
major commanders to direct their efforts 
toward improving living conditions in 
the Air Force. 

He termed the recently-enacted pay 
hike only one of several important im- 
provements needed to insure a profes- 
sional force, 

“jf the full effects of this new pay in- 
crease on personnel retention are to be 
realized,” he wrote, “we must strengthen 
our other programs including those to 
improve living conditions and minimize 
individual hardships.” 

He reminded staff agency heads and 
major air commanders that all commands 
were notified in August 1955, that family 
housing and personnel facilities would 
enjoy equal priority with operations; re- 
quirements in Air Force plans. 

Observing that significant progress has 
been made in utilization of available fa- 
cilities, the General noted that “much 
remains to be done.” 

He told his officers that headquarters 
will take steps to obtain relief from 
family housing restrictions “imposed by 
higher echelon.” 

“Modern weapons are only as good as 
the people that man them,” he said. 
“Therefore, we must continue to plan for 
attainment of mission objectives with a 
minimum of detrimental effect on per- 
sonnel of the Air Force.” 


Alaska Statehood 
Could Bring Changes 


How will admission of Alaska as a state 
affect Servicemen stationed in the area? 

The Defense Department said it be- 
lieves the cost of living allowance will 
be continued. 

“It must be remembered, however,” 
DoD said, “that future administrative 
decisions could change the situation.” 
The Defense Department contemplates 
continuing “overseas tours” for some 
time to come. This, it was said, is due to 
the physical difference between Alaska 
and the continental U. S., and to the fact 
that housing is not adequate. 

As the territory grows and housing be- 
comes more available, DoD states, “the 
picture would change as to our deter- 
mination.” 

There is no impact on voting. Officers 
and men assigned to Alaska have ab- 
sentee ballot rights.

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ROA Asks Study Of Reserve Retirement 
Practices; Wants Full Strength Units

United States has called upon the House 
Armed Services Committee to investigate 
its charges of discrimination by all Serv- 
ices against Reserve officers in disability 
retirement procedures. 

The ROA’s demand, specially singling 
out the Army, was contained in a resolu- 
tion of its Annual Convention in Atlantic 
City, N. J., 25-28 June. 

“Surgeon General of the Army and, 
to a certain extent, the Surgeons General 
of the other Services” the ROA said, 
“have developed a dual standard for 
physical qualification of Reserve officers 
in that they require a Reserve officer to 
be better qualified in order to be com- 
missioned in the Reserve or ordered to 
active duty than the requirement of his 
physical status when relieved from active 
duty.” 


False Security 

Association officials said there are 
“many cases where Reserve officers are 
physically qualified to be relieved from 
active duty but when they attempt to 
enroll in an active Reserve unit they find 
that they are physically disqualified for 
the same disabilities existing when they 
were relieved from active duty.” 

In another resolution the Association 
noted that the “present policy of citing 
military organizations as indicative of 
national strength and readiness even 
though all such organizations are not 
fully combat ready engenders a false feel- 
ing of security among our citizens.” 

Personnel and equipment shortages 
existing in many military organizations 
of the active military establishment, the 
association said, “make it virtually im- 
possible to prepare those organizations 
for effective combat operation.” 


Retired Pay Revision 

To rectify this situation, the Associa- 
tion proposed that all active military 
units carried on the combat ready 
rolls of the Armed Services be brought 
to and continuously maintained at full 
strength and equipment. 

The ROA Convention also urged enact- 
ment of new retired pay provisions by 








lationship” between active duty pay and 
retired pay. 


ROA officials concluded that the “in- 
centive value of the existing military re- 
tirement program depends to a major 
degree upon its integral relationship 
with active duty compensation and the 
confidence which has been built up in the 
military body that no breach of faith or 
breach of retirement contract has ever 
been permitted by the Congress and the 
American people. 


In other resolutions, the association: 


e Pressed for higher Selective Service 
induction standards and extension of the 
draft until 1963; 

e stress that “under no circumstances” 
should representatives of news media be 
denied direct contact with the individual 
services; 

@ scored Budget Bureau actions to 
“freeze” Reserve appropriations and 
asked that neither the Budget Bureau 
nor the Defense Department be given the 
power to divert Reserve funds; 

@ suggested that any future Armed 
Services’ reductions in force apply to 
both Regulars and Reservists on the 
same basis; 

@ supported legislation to provide con- 
tracts for Reservists on active duty; 

e asked for a cancelling of ROTC ob- 
ligations if the graduates are not called 
to active duty within a specified period; 

e@ endorsed plans to train Reservists 
at air defense missile sites near their 
homes; 

e backed efforts to reorganize the De- 
partment of Defense; 

e@ criticised the “apparent demotion” 
of Army enlisted personnel going into 
effect as part of the new military pay 
plan; 

e supported the right of Service Chiefs 
and other military officials to testify to 
give a “frank expression of his profes- 
sional views and convictions” to Con- 
gress; 

e called for a reevaluation of the Air 
Force Reserve program; 





Navy Seeks Officers For Post Grd. Courses 


The Navy announced it is seeking ap- 
plications for postgraduate training com- 
mencing in 1959. 

Deadline date for applications to the 
Chief of Naval Personnel is 1 November. 

In general, eligibility for post graduate 
education includes USN officers and in 
many instances USNR officers (on active 
duty) of the following categories: line, 
aviation line, engineering, aeronautical 
engineering, special duty specializing in 
communications, supply and civil engi- 
neering. Also eligible are women officers 
and officers designated for limited duty 
(LDO) in curricula appropriate to their 
specialty. 

The Navy’s prime graduate level edu- 
cational facility is the U. S. Naval Post- 
graduate School, Monterey, Calif. 


Mission Of School 


The mission of this School is “to con- 
duct and direct the instruction of com- 
missioned officers by advanced education, 
to broaden the professional knowledge 
of general line officers, and to provide 
such other indoctrination, technical and 
professional instruction as may be pre- 
scribed to meet the needs of the Naval 
Service.” 

Advanced engineering and scientific ed- 
ucation are provided at the facilities of 
the Engineering School at Monterey and 
at various civilian educational institu- 
tions throughout the country. 

Advanced professional education is 
provided through the medium of the Gen- 
eral Line and Naval Science School and 
the Management School at Monterey. 

Certain specialized graduate curricula 
are conducted in entirety at civilian edu- 
cational institutions. 





at the Engineering School, Monterey need 
not possess a bachelor of science degree; 
however, he must meet the following min- 
imum academic prerequisites: mathe- 
matics through differential and integral 
calculus and one year of college-level 
physics; a course in engineering mechan- 
ics is desirable. In most instances those 
curricula given in entirety at civilian ed- 
ucational institutions require a bache- 
lor’s degree. 


Shift In Emphasis 


To meet current and future training 
requirements, increased numbers of un- 
restricted line officers will be phased into 
the Postgraduate Educational Program 
over the next few years. In the past the 
policy provided that the majority of the 
graduates of technical engineering cur- 
ricula become restricted line specialists. 
Today the policy permits graduates to re- 
main unrestricted line officers if they so 
desire. 

In making the announcement about in- 
creased P. G, training, the Navy said: “At 
no other time in history has postgraduate 
education played as prominent a role in 
an officers career pattern as it does today. 
Generally speaking, graduate level educa- 
tion of unrestricted line officers serves a 
two-fold purpose in the Navy. It enhan- 
ces the career opportunities of the young 
unrestricted line officers, and it provides 
officers to the Fleet who are equipped to 
supervise the operation of increasingly 
complex weapons systems thereby rais- 
ing the general engineering experience 
level of the Fleet. It provides officers for 
restricted line designations who are 
equipped to provide the necessary link 
between the contractor and the operating 
forces in activities associated with re-

The members 
agreed that the ships must go and they 
refused to approve the $12 million needed 
to keep them in the Reserve Fleet. The 
Committee told the Navy to “take prompt 
steps” to dispose of the vessels. 

The ships include the battleships Ten- 
nessee, California, Colorado, Maryland 
and West Virginia, and the heavy cruisers 
Chester, Louisville, Augusta, New Or- 
leans, Portland, Minneapolis, Tuscaloosa, 
San Francisco and Wichita. Also, two 
light cruisers and 13 carrier escorts which 
the Navy has not identified. 

The Appropriations Committee action 
has been approved by the House and is 
now pending before the Senate.

M oney Problems Bug 
ARDC Test Program 


Although the Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command spends over $3 billion 
each year, some of its testing programs 
may be hampered by lack of adequate 
funds, according to Brig. Gen. J. W. Car- 
penter, USAF, Assistant ARDC Vice- 
Commander and Chief of Plans and Pro- 
gramming at the Air War College, Max- 
well AFB, Ala. 


Specifically, General Carpenter points 
to the chaff testing facility being con- 
structed at Melbourne, Fla., which, he 
says, “is still incomplete after three 
years, although the importance of chaff 
has been recognized for 10 years. 

“Funding for this facility is so low,” 
General Carpenter says, “as to hamper 
the testing program.” 


In attempting to develop the most ef- 
fective R&D effort over the next few 
years, General Carpenter says, ARDC ex- 
pects to complete a long-range financial 
estimate by May 1959. This estimate, he 
said, will provide some guidelines on the 
research and development funding pro- 
gram over the next 10 to 20 years. 


At the present time, General Carpen- 
ter estimates, ARDC capital facilities are 
growing at an average rate of about $100 
million per year. If it is to maintain the 
“evolutionary” pace of weapons system 
development, he says, capital expendi- 
tures will have to increase about 10 per 
cent,

Protection In Weapon 
Testings Asked By AIA 


Passage of a bill providing protection 
to the public through government in- 
demnification in connection with unusu- 
ally hazardous risks arising from the 
Defense Department’s weapons programs 
is urged in an editorial appearing in the 
June issue of Planes, official publica- 
tion of the Aircraft Industries Associa- 
tion. 


Congress already has provided up to 
$500,000,000 in indemnification protection 
against the hazards of nuclear materials 
used by licensees and contractors of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. The bill now 
before the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee would grant similar indemnifica- 
tion for Defense Department contractors. 

“Today the air weapon industry puts 
its corporate neck on the block every 
time a weapon system is tested. Claims 
for damages could far exceed the amount 
of assets of the largest manufacturers in 
this industry. This would result in the 
bankruptcy of the company, and still 
leave unsatisfied claims for damage far 
in excess of the assets,” the editorial 
states.
